jet touched down. 

Press conference—in a room much too small far 
job. Photographers wrestlad with each other for 
pix. TV camera lights glared. Reporters cupped 
hands to ears to try and pick up a Beatle reply, 
Doc-joy Mumay the Kay, of WINS, got closest to 
tha bows, Conference a scream. “Are you just 
poor relations of Elvis Presley?" John: “Its a 
dirty lin’... with all four “taking off" Elvis, 

Battle to qui cul—to one Cadillac foreach Beatle. 
One journalist from top magazines in gach car, lo 
snatch an interview. Convoy followed to plush 
Plaza Hotel by car-Inadz ef fans. How 4 pom, 
schoal's finishing—so much showing that thers 
could have bean serious trouble, At traffic lights, 
fans mobbed the cars, but the doors were locked, 
"Wa ARE welcome", observed George, dryly. On 
to hotel Management made it clear that they'd 
never have accepted bookings for Messrs. 
Harrison, Lennon, MeCartney, Stan if they hadn't 
thought they were “English businessmen” | 

Hotel siaff queue up for autographs. Beatles up 
to their rooms on the twelfth floor, all on one 
coridor sealed off by guarde from the Burns 
Detective Agency. Plain clothes men patrolled tha 
back stairs. Every time the Boatles left the hotel 
there were 100 Mew York City cops an duty, backed 
by a squad of mounted police. 
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Saturday, February 8 


MURRAY THE KAY big mate of the boys 
helped them get round the City, Boys taped 
an interview with the Ronattes asking the 
questions, George crowks that he has a sore throat. 
Hotel doctor, Dr. Gordon, arrives ,.. says: “inil 
have to get you fit, otherwise my young relatives 
will blunt all my medias" Insists on a signed 
picture before starting traatment! George's sister 
Louise, married to an American and living in 
lingis, mowes im as nurse, Other Beatles sit wait 
ing for Brian Matthew to call fram London to 
include a chat on “Saturday Club”, 

Qut at 10 a.m. for Central Park... John, Paul, 
Ringo- French. Swedish, Belgian, Swiss newsmen 
tag along. Limousines left at iront as “decoy”, boys 
going in a small red car belonging to one of tha 
guards. But police car in front to clear the way... 
siren wailing, red light ravolving, Mare chaos, 
Mounted police seal off part of the Park—Park 
Covered with snow and lakes frozam Western 
scene, thon, as Beatles drove a horse-drawn 
hackney carñaga around, “mounties” following at 
a gallop. 

Limousines arrived for pick-up from Park for 
rehearsals of Ed Sullivan Show at CBS Studia 
from 1.30 p.m. Massed police unable to stop 
surging forward ol fans, Amazing "cavalry charge" 
broke up éravwd eventually ... mounted police 
forcing in between the crowds and tha boys’ cars, 
A nasty, worrying maman. 

Inside studios, masses of news-men weaitlng, 
holding up the producer on rehearsals, Beatles 
had to become members of wade union AFRA first, 
filling In appropriate forms. Neil Aspinall stood in 
for George Hamison on run-thraugh. Later, 
George made dramatic recovery, arrived at studio 
greeted by cheers and applause fram technicians, 
nawsmen and Ed Sullivan, 

Jahn. Paul Ringo entertained to dinner at 
exclusive 21 Club, Capital executives selected 





pheasant and other high-priced food, but Beatles 
went for chaps atd mashed potatoes! George 
Martin, boys’ recording manager, arrived. Curious 
glanees from diners but oniy one asked for awto- 
graph, Strict orders fram management that boys 
not te be disturbed. Paul tackled crepe suzemes' 
Ringo being shown with the others round the 
wine collars, observed: “What, no Cokes?" Food 
finished, the boys motor-teured to find Mew York

Return to hotel to find George, throat improving 
steadily, answering phone calls from all over

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Sunday, February 9 


RESS rehearsal day for the Ed Sullivan Show 

going out “live” that night, plus taping a shaw 
for ihe series on February 23, Packed audience of 
fans and Ed Sullivan threatenad that thera shouldn't 
he too much moisea—"Elsa I'll send far à barber!” 
Tramencdaus success on Ihe show. Only problem: 
John's microphone was off during one number... 
and the boys wished thay'd been allowed to say 
something es well as sing. 

Work over; time to go nut on the town, Murray 
the Kay took the boys. plus entourage to the 
Playboy Club. George decided to go back to bed 
and the others decided to walk from the Plaza to 
59th Street and Ihe Playboy. A risky stroll—bmut 
the boys vere too fast fer the waiting lans. Strong 
police escort again. [nto the penthouse lounge 
ef the club. drinks and food being eared by 
attractive girls dressed up as “bunny rabbits", 
Music, soll and sweet, just piano and bass. Said 
John: “Yes, this is the stult we really like—we only 
da rock for money 1” 

Somaihing more lively called for, OFF to ihe 
Peppermint Lounge—the "Cavern" of New York, 
home gf "The Twist". Four boys in the show did a 
take-off of tha Beatles and Paul John, Ringe 
laughed louder than anybody. But the Press boys 
indiltrated, taking pictures for hours from every 
conceivable angle. Impossible to get near the 
floor when Ringo, expert dancer. decided to Twist 
with ene of the girls fram the show, Autograph 
hunters bore down on the boys sa. at 3 a.m. the 
party made for the Plaza Hotel. 





Monday, February 10 


Press day. Confusion day, Panie day. Con- 
ference after conference, interview alter inter- 
view, Picture sessions galora. First conference a 
mad scramble. Second mora sedate, Question: 
"Which is the sexy one ?". George ; "Dur menager, 
Brian Epstein”. Third conference very funny. 
Cuestion: “Wha chooses your clothes?” (girl 
reponer asking}. Beatles: “We choosé aur oven. 
Who chooses yours?” Girl: “My husband”. 
LATER: Same girl: "Are there any subjects you 
prefer net lo discuss?" John: “Yes. your hus- 
band |" Question: “Which do you consider the 
greatest danger to your careers, nuclear bombs or 


dandruff". Ringo: “Bombs—we've alraady got 
dandruff!’ Asked why he said so litte, George 
said: "lm the anonymous Baarle—but | don't 


mind as long as they split the money with me,” 

Another round of the rock clubs in Mew York 
that evening. First. tha Headliner—ne Press in 
sight hera. Then tha Impravisalian in Greenwich 
Village. Full of teenagers but so used to seeing 
celebrities thai no-one even asked for autographs, 
Music rather dead. Popular classics. mostly, 
Ringo came near to leaping in on drums. Ended 
about d a.m, again, 





Tuesday, February 11 


NOW storms before inp to Washington, 

Instead af flying, the Beatles decided on a 
trict trip, Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
attached e special coach to the crack express 
Congressman. Af Penn Station, coach already full 
af riwspapermen. Eatile af wits ta get privacy for 
Beatles. Picture and story session on train—and 
Every step on the rum (Delaware, Newark, Balti- 
more} had picture-men poking cameras at tha 
windows. Tremendous reception at Wazhingten 
but crowds nol controlled so well. And straight 
la the Coliseum fora Press conference, Seats for 
8,600 in the arena. Boys played snowball-fight in 
the straet—photegs. delighted. Interviews en 
malon WWDC., first in the States to play a Beatle 
record, Pressmen velled: “Know what it 15 with 
these guys ? They're Tor real. They're genuine.” 

On to Shereham Hoel... whole seventh floor 
pur “ot limits” for all but the Beatles’ party. One 
family refused to be mowed, Eventually, the hotel 
managemant switched off all the central heating, 
light, radia, TV, hot water, telling the family there'd 
been a power failure, They mowed | Show at ihe 
Coliseum thought the best the boys had ewer dorg, 
“Most exciting wat", said Paul. Atmosphere of a 
world championship fight, with the boys reaching 
a ning” stage in the gerire through gangwars. 


"Hey Beatles’, yelled cameramen. So tha boys 
faced each corner ef the hall in turn... Ringo 
being twisted round, with drum kit, by Mal Evans. 
Reception deafaning. with B,600 throats screaming 
for the boys who'd captured the capital of the 
greatest country in the world. Beatles sweated, 
dodged showers of jelly beans (like jallybabias). 
Brian Epstein, standing at the back, congratulated 
by everybody. Brian Sommerville unashamedly 
crying tears of joy. Incredible scenes. Perhaps 
THE biggest moment of the whole tour. 

Sroaked out of tha Coliseum—Bearles still 
wearing stage suits in grey, “ith velvet collars, big 
pleats in the jackets, Boys met show promoter 
Harry Lynn, in his office. Ringo jumped inte the 
big swivel-chair, started giving orders, “Mr, Who? 
Oh, Presley. Hes he an appointment to see us? 
Ask him to wart... U.S. star Tammy Roe called 
to congratulate the boys—he'd worked with them 
in Britain. He joined the U.S. Army for six months 
the following day. e 

Cn to the reception and ball at the British 
Embassy. Charity “de”. Received by the Arbas- 
sador and Lady Ormsby-Gora—and others of 
the British community. Sir David Ormsby-Gore 
got the Beatles" names wrong. The boys confused 
him mora... John: “No. he's George. Im Fred 
and that is Charlie". And into the ballroom. 
Chaos. Debs, duchesses, society ladies all trying 
to grab themselvas a "private" Beatle, One 
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“lady” snipped off a lump òf Ringo's hair, from 
behind his lafi ear, Ringo's response definitely 
unpriniabla. One highly-important couple talked 
loudly about the boys. He: “Who are these 
Beatles, anyway?” She: "They sing or something 
and grow their hair.” Beatles, jostled and showed, 
good naturedly made the craw for the raffle—and 
beat it quickly back to the Shoreham Hotel. 





Wednesday, February 12 


ERY emusing train journey back to New York 
f Reporter: “Never mind their music, these 


boys ane as good as the Marx Brothers”. Ringo 
wore a ladies" fur cost and white astrakhan hat. 
John crawled round undar swivel chairs. George, 
asleep at first, later dressed a5 veaiter and served 
drinks to the passengers. Ringo appeared loaded 
down with about 20 cameras. 

Arrival back at Pern Station caused difficulties. 
Ii was Lincoln's birthday and the schools were 
closed. Tan thousand fans waiting, with many 
more at the Plaza. Boys eventually smuggled out 
af the station and taken to the Plaza, Police caught 





off guard, crowds surged forward. Car-driver lost 
his mene and stopped, Fatal mistake. It took 
another “cavalry charge" by "meunties" to get the 
Beatles through. Police chief arrived in hotel to 
want the boys thar they must be more careful, Ha 
looked white and strained: “He's cracking up”, 
whispered George. Agreed, though. that the boys 
would go down a back elevator and out through 
the kitchens for the evaning's shows at Carnegie 
Hall, Plan worked and they sped off in taxis. But, 
near Carnegie Hall, ane cop yelled loudly “There 
they ara“, Very foolish, Crowds surged through 
vol again. 

Both shows al “long-hai Carnegie Hall a 
tremendous success. Fifty seats actually an the 
stage itself as “overflow, but management insisted 
only older customers should be then. Show was 
NOT, after all, recorded by Capitol. Batween 
shows, Shirley Bassey called im to talk te the boys 
— she wis due at the Hall the following Saturday. 

Incredible excitement ganersted once again. So 
much that the boys decided on an early night ta 
get themselves fit for tha flight to Miami the next 
dar.

Thursday, February 13 


EPARTURE fram Plaza Hotel accompanied Ey 
the usual crowida. Flight left 1.30 p.m. arriving 
Miami at 4 p.m, Beatles found a hoax had bign 
played an them. They'd booked first-class tickets 
and reservations so they could take higher baggage 
allawance for the equipment, amplifiers and 
instruments. The night before someone phoned 
the airline to ask the reservations be changed to 
tourist class. Airline didn’t check back... so for 
the flight the boys had te travel with all the neves- 
papermen. Reception eventually at Miarni Airport 
was indescribable. Thousands crushed together 
under à perfect blue sky and Blazing sunshine 
setting off the scene. All the other passengers 
disembarked before the Beatles. Them the four 
emerged to face a battery of photographers and a 
bedlam of screaming and welcoming cries. 
Crowd broke through the cordons ... but on a 
shout from Brian Sommerville, the Beatles jumped 
from thé plane gangway. into waiting cars--arnd 
whisked off with a strong police motar-cycle 
escort. 
Drive to the Deauville Hotel at Miami Beach was 
a thriller, & conve af three black limousines, with 
police outriders in front. alengside and behind, 
Eight miles of express-way into the city, They 
went through the red lights—and on the wrong 
sida of the road. But no-one minded, even 





“offended” motorists who smiled and waved 
when they saw vehe the visitors were. The stree1s 
outside the hotel and lobby inside were packed 
with cheering, Smiling and clapping fans. Paul 
noted the difference between New York {dirty 
streets, skyscrapers) and Miami (clean, suntanned 
folk, palm wess, sunshine.) 

Muray the Kay was with the boys all the time. 
He took them out the first might ta see Hank 
Ballard appearing at the Peppermint Lounge in 
Miami. Boys ware besieged there by requests for 
autographs and pictures so they stayed only a 
couple of hours, Back to the hotel to talk about 
the excitement of the day and to discuss their 
coming appearanes on another Ed Sullivan Shaw. 
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Friday, February 14 


A. BERNARD CASTRO offerad his luxury 
houseboat to the boys so that They could 
escape the crowds and relax à little in the bright 
sunshine. They accepted eagerly. But first they had 
te ga tà à private hause in Miami Beach(alsa pre- 
sented ior their use by the head of a record 
company) to have pictures taken in a private swim- 
ming pool for “Life” Magazins. Arara honour for a 
show business groupe appear an rhar mag. cover. 
Houseboat handed aver, complete with captain 
and craw. und, inevitably, the Press boys waited. 
Pictures all round belore it was ready to castoff and 
take a trip round the Bay of Miami, Shertly before, 
though, it was found that there were stowaways 
aboard—a local photographer and reporter, They 
pleaded to be allowed to stay. But the Beatles and 
Brian Sommerville felt it would be wrong, would 
incense che others, so tha boat vas turned round 
and thè ingenious pair put ashore. 

Rest of the day spent sunbathing and Swimming. 
Rings not ea keen on swimming so he stayed 
aboard mest of the time. Food and drink galore 
laid on in thè stateroom of the boat But Paul took 
aver at the piano iora timè and worked out some 
ideas on a new number he was planning with 
John, Many passing boats lined with fans and 
friends. shouting greetings and waving. Sirens 
sounded, too. Beatles relaxed so well they already 
talked about perhaps not leaving Miami immediate- 
ly after their show for Ed Sullivan. 

Beales assigned a special, personal police 
bodyguard, Sgt. Buddy Bresner, who had often 
looked after celebrities in the district. He had 
invited many of them to his home and the Beatles 
accepted gratelully. After a wash-up at the hotel, 
they went off with Buddy to meer his wife, Dowie, 
his children, Barry, Andy and Jeri—and sit down 
tea meal of roast beef, green beans, baked potatoes, 
peas, saled and a iramendous stawbeny iced 
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cake. Beatles cornpletely bloated but signed 
autographs and pictures for their mew friends. 
Buddy was to prove a vary good friend and 
adver. 

Back to the Deauvilla Hotel at about 17 pom, 
to see the floor shows in gach of the might clubs 
in the hotel. First was Don Rickells, a comedian 
whe gat his laughs by insulting members of the 
audience. Said about the Beatles: “Look at this. 
A police sergeant guarding four Zulus when all 
over ihe city there's fighting and burglary going 
on”. Kept up this sort of humour for am hour at 
least, but the whole audience (specially the 
Beatles) laughed theamnseles under dhe table. 
John felt tired after this show and returned early 
to bed, but the ethers went on to see Myron Cohen. 
another comedian. and singer and dancer Carol 
Lawrence, Boys totally unable to cat after Buddy 
Bresnars "blow-out". 
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Satu rday, February 15 


EHEARSALS all day for the following day's Ed 

Sullivan Show. Dress rehearsal, before an 
audience of 2,600, was timed for 2 p.n, and 
qutues of people formed at breakfast-time, The 
“Stamp Cut Beetles” movement had moved in 
fram Detroit and threatened to demonstrate against 
the boys outside tha Deauvilla Hotel, But they 
saw the size of tha crowds and cancalled their 
plans! After rehearsal, John couldn't be found— 
he was asleep behind à curtain. Said Paul: 
"Thought he'd been kidnapped by the Detroit 
crowd.” Boys had little time ta relax this day, but 
George was interested in fishing—he first caught 
a red snapper—and he also liked driving round the 
district lata at night in his hire car. Offers poured 
int far the boys ta “borow” homes, speedboats, 
vüchts, etc., to help them relax in their few days” 
break, Mot tac lata back te bed, preparing for the 
important television show the following day. 
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Sunday, February 16 


HE show, straight from the Deauville Horel- 

CBS had issued 3.500 tickets though the 
theatre held nine hundred less. Naw riots caused 
outside by people being turned away even though 
they held correct tickets, Police called out in force, 
but the Beatles were safely inside and getting 
ready, They'd had trouble getting in ta the May 
Mau Club to sea the Coasters work—too many 
photographers for comfort. 
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Brian Epstein watched the show closely. Said 
aftenvards: “Definitely the best telavisian appear- 
ance and performance by the Beatles yer.” Big 
party thrown for the boys afterwards by Maurice 
Lamsberg. owner of me Deauville Haotel—1or Ed 
Sullivan, cast and technicians as well, Only about 
forty people present and for onge the Beatles were 
not mobbed, Buta few did ask quietly for auta- 
graphs. Salf-service buffet featuring succulent 
food, such as chicken, beef, fish, lobster. 

Bovs finally decided that they simply must take 
the opportunity to stay on and get a few days 
complete rest, even though they worried about 
attending @ big Oxfam charity lunchacn in London. 
But reports that Harold Macmillan, hast at rhe 
lunch, "fully understood" madi them Teel happier, 
Reports, too, that Sir Alec Douglas-Home, Prime 
Minister, had praised che boys wera much-quoted. 
He'd said “| think the Beatles are great’. Thay 
said: “He dosen't know wewe taken Number 11 
Downing Street, for rahearsal rooms.” He said: 
"They are Britain's secret weapon”. They said: 
“Let's hope he doesn't cancel the order, like 
Skyhelt". He said: "They arg the biggest dollar 
eomer wiwe gol. They said: “Little doss he 
know we are putting it all im à Swiss bank". 
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Monday, February 17 


OB HOPE announced in Miami: “Of course 
| dig the Beatles. My Kids would lake away 
my Teblevwesion set if | didnt". Richard Rodgers, 
top-dog composer, told Ed Sullivan befora he 
left: “The Beales are the healthiest thing to 
happen ta show business since the discovery of 
penicillin” Comedian Myron Cohen said: "So 
long as they are sill only TRYING to stamp out 
the Beatles in thirty years time, wo cares P Boys 
learned that there had been a bamb scare during 
the Miami Sullivan show. Police had searched 
hotel but nothing found... it was put down te ome 
af the disgruntled folk who had been left outside 
despite having tickets. Story in paper confirmed 
thal Joe Löwis and Sonny Liston were in audience 
for show. 

Boys concentrated on Waterskiing, George 
prefered fishing, staying in the shade and mot 
getting so sun-tanned, Paul was good water-ski 
pupil, could stay upright longer than the others. 
But John did well 190. George, when he did tr, 
was the most upright, John had nasty moment 
when his wife, Cynthia, did exiremely well first go, 
then suddenly collapsed in the water, Said John: 
“| thought she was going to show me up for a 
momant” Boys noticed “love messages” scrawled 
in the sand on the beach outside their hovel rears.

AY left completely clear for whatever the boys 
wanted t do—and it turned out 1hat they 
wanted to go via Cassius Clay in his training 
quarters.

first major one of England. Top of 
the bill: Helen Shapiro, who became a 
firm friend of the foursome.

IN, along with “Twist and Shout”, which 
had always done them proud. 

Week ending January 12, 1963, and out 
came “Please Please Me”, backed with “Ask 
Me Why”, and both were in for the tour. 
They also did “Do You Want To Know A 
Secret", which was to become Billy J. Kramer 
and the Dakotas’ first number one hit. The 
programme properly showcased the boys’ 
talents—and their brand of riot-raising was in 
good contrast to the vocal stylings of Helen 
Shapiro. 

To their delight, the new disc was hailed by 
several of the weekly paper critics. Whereas 
"Love Me Do" had not been of much interest 
to the trade papers, the follow-up resulted in 
alot of speculation. The New Record Mirror, 
for instance, tipped "Please Please Me" for 
the charts. The boys were bucked. Disc 


S: the jubilant Beatles ended up their 
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magazine was less enthusiastic but did say it 
would: "undoubtedly please the growing 
band of fans who are fi ing the Beatles.” 

It crashed into the New Musical Express 
charts at Number 17 and the glimmerings of 
the full glare of publicity fell upon Messrs.

The session brings back many memories to 
George Martin, whose personal reputation 
had taken a tremendous uplift as the Beatles 
hit the headlines. “They were by now perfectly 


iip 


happy in the studios,” he recalls. hey 
started putting in their own ideas but they 
never once got out of hand. They listened to 
what we told them from the control box... 
but quite honestly I felt extremely proud of 
them anyway. 

“They had at least three cases of sore 
throat between them and they obviously felt 
considerable strain towards the end of that 
long, long day. But they were fulfilling an 
ambition, so I don't suppose the discomfort 
mattered ro them. 

“They leapt into the control room to hear 
playbacks and were ruthlessly critical of 

es. Right at the end of that day, they 
were still able to produce a sound that I can 
only say was ‘thrilling’, There was no way of 
knowing how big the boys were soon to 
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become, of course—but I'm sure all of us at 
the studios felt they would be lasting stars 
in the dise world.” 

That L.P., titled after “Please Please Me", 
was not released until April 4, but it built up 
a very big advance sale demand. 

Tour offers poured into the Nems Enter- 
prises offices. Brian Epstein now realising 
that he had to make show business his full- 
time job, sorted the suggestions carefully. He 
arranged for the boys to make an carly summer 
tour with Roy Orbison and Gerry and the 
Pacemakers and he was delighted to see that 
promoters were, finally, prepared to pay an 
economic price for the group. Potentially, he 
thought, the sky was the limit. And this 
meant ultra-careful business handling, other- 
wise they could fall into the same traps and 
pitfalls as many other top-pop stars. 

A music-publishing company was set up 
to handle Beatle songs—Morthern Music. In 
charge: Dick James, a one-time star singer 
who quickly became a great personal friend 
of all the Beatles. 











Nobody knows precisely who created the 
term “Ecatlemania”, but it was by now very 
much in use. The spotlight had turned fair 
and square on Liverpool. And agents and 
bookers were hurrying north from London to 
find remaining talent. 

But no other group in the immediate past 
had anything like the impact of the four boys. 
One student of pop music said, vehemently: 
“Pop music needed the Beatles. And needed 
them badly. It was beginning to stagnate. 

“That's why the Beatles got the publicity 
even before they were properly cemented as 
top-of-the-bill entertainers. They were fresh, 
interesting, friendly and DIFFERENT. The 
way they handled interviewers made them a 
talking point even in Fleet Strect—for the 
national newspapers hadn't been particularly 
interested in pop music up to that time, On 
the scores of appearance, quick wit, and enter- 
tainment value; the Beatles just HAD to be 
given space in print." 

So this is, really, the best point at which to 
leave “The Tale of Four Beatles”. “Please
